Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  District  for  the  year  1957. 

This  has  been  a year  of  progress  in  many  directions.  The 
housing  position  is  now  somewhat  easier  and  the  slum  clearance 
programme  is  keeping  to  its  timetable.  The  Elstead  Sewerage 
Scheme  is  making  progress,  albeit  slower  than  might  have  been 
hoped.  The  Churt  Drainage  Scheme  is  still  awaiting  the  pro- 
posals for  sewering  Hindhead  and  Beacon  Hill,  with  which  it  is 
inevitably  closely  linked.  However,  progress  is  being  made  now, 
and  it  is  hoped  it  will  become  an  actuality  in  the  reasonably  near 
future. 

The  population  continues  to  increase  despite  the  continuing 
relatively  low  Birth  Rate,  helped  by  the  very  low  Death  Rate  and 
by  immigration  from  other  districts.  Birth  and  Death  Rates  have 
been  adjusted  this  year  not  only  for  age  and  sex  distribution  but 
also  to  compensate  for  residential  institutions  in  the  district.  The 
Death  Rate  of  9.26  per  1,000  of  the  population  is  even  lower  than 
last  year’s,  and  compares  with  11.5  for  the  country  as  a whole. 
There  was  no  undue  cause  of  death,  and  it  is  observed  that  the  deaths 
from  influenza,  despite  the  epidemic  of  the  autumn,  were  actually 
fewer  than  the  year  before.  Indeed,  there  were  fewer  deaths  from 
all  affections  of  the  lungs,  including  pneumonia,  bronchitis,  and 
cancer  of  the  lung.  The  chief  cause  of  death,  as  always,  is  heart 
disease,  especially  coronary  disease,  while  cancer  still  continues  as 
the  second  greatest  cause.  Tuberculosis  showed  another  sharp 
drop  in  Death  Rate  and  the  number  on  the  register  of  cases. 

The  various  immunisation  schemes  covering  Diphtheria  and 
Whooping  Cough,  Tetanus  Inoculation,  and  Vaccination  against 
Smallpox  continues  satisfactorily.  I stress  again  that  Diphtheria  Im- 
munisation is  still  the  most  important  of  all  immunisation  procedures. 
The  Diphtheria  Immunisation  Scheme  has  saved  countless  thou- 
sands of  lives,  and  must  be  maintained  at  all  costs.  Our  immunisa- 
tion figures  are  very  good  now,  but  it  requires  constant  intensive 
work  to  maintain  them  at  this  level.  It  seems  unfortunate  that 
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the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  should  be  precluded  from  giving 
any  help  at  all  with  the  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination  scheme,  es- 
pecially as  the  machinery  and  personnel  used  for  other  immunisa- 
tion procedures  are  actually  in  being.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  Polio 
Vaccination  will  rapidly  become  freely  available. 

I am  grateful  for  the  continued  cordial  relations  with  the 
Council  and  the  members  of  the  Council's  staff,  and  for  much 
friendly  co-operation  and  assistance.  I take  the  opportunity  also 
of  thanking  my  own  staff  for  their  continued  good  work.

LITTLE  POND  HOUSE,  TILFORD. 

Groups  of  children  are  sent  to  this  hostel  by  the  International 
Help  for  Children,  occasionally  from  Europe,  but  usually  from 
the  poorer  parts  of  London.  All  are  medically  inspected  by  a Medi- 
cal Officer  of  this  Department  on  arrival,  and  advice  given  to 
benefit  them  during  their  few  weeks'  stay  in  the  country. 

TILLINGBOURNE  VALLEY  MOBILE  PHYSIOTHERAPY 
SERVICE. 

This  Service  has  now  completed  10  years  of  most  valuable 
service.  It  is  entirely  voluntary,  and  depends  on  voluntary  sup- 
port for  its  continuance.  It  provides  a most  valuable  service, 
especially  for  the  aged,  and  old  age  pensioners  are  treated  without 
charge.  Other  cases  pay  according  to  their  ability  up  to  10s.  6d., 
though  no  one  able  to  afford  private  service  is  accepted.  Cases  are 
referred  by  private  doctors  and  by  the  hospital.  A short-wave 
apparatus  was  added  to  the  equipment  two  years  ago,  and  more 
recently  a cervical  traction  apparatus.  Both  have  proved  of  the 
greatest  value. 

During  the  year  86  new  patients  were  added  fo  the  books,  and 
a total  of  1,282  treatments  was  given.  The  mileage  involved  was 
5>344* 
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NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948,  SECTION  47,  AND 
CARE  OF  AGED  PERSONS. 

No  action  was  necessary  under  Section  47  during  the  year. 

The  public  and  public  authorities  are  at  last  alive  to  the  neces- 
sity of  tackling  the  problem  of  the  aged  seriously.  There  is  a 
tremendous  amount  of  voluntary  effort  still  waiting  to  be  co- 
ordinated and  made  the  best  use  of.  The  old  people  themselves 
unfortunately  are  only  too  often  unaware  of  the  help  that  is  avail- 
able to  them. 

The  needs  of  hospital  patients  are  being  met  to  a greater  ex- 
tent than  before.  That  is  only  one  part  of  the  problem,  especially 
in  rural  areas  where  special  difficulties  exist  due  to  isolation  and 
the  absence  very  often  of  amenities  and  conveniences  usually  at 
hand  in  towns.  Old  persons  living  isolated  lives,  more  or  less 
self-dependent,  sometimes  require  admission  to  hospital  for  rela- 
tively minor  illnesses  and  accidents  if  they  are  no  longer  able  to 
look  after  themselves  fully.  A special  Home  Help  Service  could 
help  these.  The  existing  Home  Help  Service  can  usually  provide 
help  only  on  one  or  two  mornings  each  week.  This  is  quite  insuffi- 
cient to  meet  the  requirements  of  old  people  and  allow  them  to 
continue  living  at  home  in  reasonable  comfort.  I have  seen  an  old 
couple  having  the  main  meal  of  the  day  consisting  of  rather  stale 
bread  alone,  there  being  a Home  Help  provided"  two  mornings 
(6  hours  a week)  and  they  being  unable  to  manage  for  themselves. 

If  only  a Home  Help  Service  could  be  provided  by  an  indi- 
vidual arrangement  for  each  home,  many  more  old  people  could 
be  kept  at  home  instead  of  having  to  be  moved  to  hospitals  or 
homes.  In  the  case  above  mentioned,  as  one  example  of  many 
that  could  be  quoted,  a near  neighbour  would  have  been  glad  to 
relinquish  her  job  in  order  to  care  for  the  old  couple,  if  she  could 
have  been  paid  the  same  wage.  Often  relatives  are  in  the  same 
position,  and  would  be  glad  to  help  if  reimbursed  loss  of  earn- 
ings. It  would  be  better  and  cheaper  to  arrange  such  individual 
home  care  rather  than  uproot  these  old  people  and  move  them  into 
homes  or  hospitals  away  from  friends  and  familiar  surroundings. 
There  are  special  circumstances  affecting  rural  conditions  for  old 
people  that  are  by  no  means  fully  appreciated  yet,  and  they  are 
at  a very  big  disadvantage  compared  with  town  or  city  dwellers. 
The  British  Red  Cross  Society  and  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade, 
the  Women's  Voluntary  Services,  and  other  voluntary  bodies 
often  do  far  more  to  give  these  old  people  the  real,  practical  help 
they  need  than  all  the  official  schemes  and  help  to  which  they 
ought  to  be  entitled. 

One  special  problem  quite  often  met  with  is  the  old  person 
who  has  allowed  himself  or  herself  to  become  dirty  and  more  and 
more  neglected,  just  from  sheer  carelessness  and  the  feeling  that 
there  is  no  one  interested.  It  is  not  always  a question  of  poverty. 
Such  people  usually  resent  interference  and  are  determined’  to 
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maintain  their  independence.  Facilities  for  cleansing  them,  even 
to  be  repeated  from  time  to  time,  are  a real  necessity.  Their 
filthy  condition  often  deters  visitors,  so  that  downhill  progress 
proceeds  unchecked.  The  incontinent  are  part  of  this  problem, 
too,  and  very  difficult  indeed  to  cope  with. 

One  aspect  of  the  care  of  old  people  appears  to  have  received 
little  or  no  attention  yet.  That  is  the  preventive  aspect — not  pre- 
vention of  old  age,  since  that  is  unavoidable — but  prevention  of 
many  of  the  ills  that  afflict  the  aged.  Attention  to  eyesight  might 
prevent  accidents,  treatment  of  arthritis  or  rheumatism  might 
prevent  or  delay  incapacity  in  old  age,  and  so  on.  There  is  a great 
field  of  preventive  work  waiting. 

The  housing  of  old  persons  has  received  much  attention,  and 
in  the  Hambledon  Rural  District  a group  of  16  old  people’s  bunga- 
lows has  been  built  at  Cranleigh,  and  others  are  projected'  at  Til- 
ford  (2),  Chiddingfold  (2),  Dunsfold  (2),  Alfold  (2),  and  Bram- 
ley  (1).  The  large  group  at  Cranleigh  has  been  built  as  a very 
charming  estate  at  Upfold  Close.  These  bungalows  are  specially 
designed  for  the  needs  of  old  people,  and  a younger  person  has 
been  moved  into  one  of  them  to  act  the  part  of  a “ good'  neigh- 
bour” and  keep  in  touch  with  the  old  people.  A telephone  is  also 
provided. 

In  a rural  district  these  bungalows  for  the  aged  should  not  be 
built  in  large,  separate  groups,  otherwise  a warden  becomes  im- 
perative, and  some  communal  services,  so  that  something  like  an 
institution  is  produced.  Small  groups,  close  to  shops  and  to  centres 
of  active  community  life  are  most  satisfactory.  Voluntary  bodies 
can  help  in  planning  these  groups,  and  also  help  the  old'  people 
afterwards. 

MORTUARIES. 

The  agreement  with  the  Hospital  Management  Committee  for 
the  use  of  the  mortuary  at  Milford  Chest  Hospital  has  been  modi- 
fied to  ensure  that  bodies  in  an  offensive  condition  should  be 
retained  at  Godaiming  and  taken  to  Milford  for  post-mortem 
examination  only.  The  public  are  admitted  at  Milford,  and  the 
chapel  adjoins  the  post-mortem  and  storage  rooms.  The  number 
of  bodies  sent  there  from  this  area  in  1957  was  32. 

The  Farnham  U.D.C.  informed  us  that  the  mortuary  at  Farn- 
ham  Hospital  is  to  be  extended  and  taken  into  use  for  all  cases  in 
the  area,  and  an  agreement  was  reached  with  the  Hambledon 
R.D.C.  for  continued  use  of  the  mortuary  facilities  under  the  new 
conditions.  The  number  of  bodies  from  this  district  admitted  there 
during  1957  was  6. 

BURIAL  OF  THE  DEAD. 

One  case  only  was  dealt  with  under  Section  50  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act,  1948,  during  this  year. 
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Burial  Grounds. — Application  for  permission  to  start  a nev. 
burial  ground  was  received  from,  the  Elstead  Parish  Council.  The 
proposed  site  was  inspected  in  company  with  a representative  of 
the  Parish  Council,  and  appeared  to  be  an  excellent  choice  from 
the  public  health  point  of  view. 

FIRST  AID  SERVICE  AT  FRENSHAM  PONDS. 

Over  200  cases  were  dealt  with  by  the  first-aiders  in  the  1957 
season,  quite  a number  of  them  really  serious  conditions,  and  a 
few  requiring  urgent  hospital  admission.  The  following  is  a brief

This  service  is  maintained'  by  the  British  Red  Cross  Society, 
whose  members  come  from  three  Divisions,  and  special  thanks  are 
due  to  those  members  who  maintain  this  voluntary  service  at  con- 
siderable personal  self-sacrifice. 

HUNGARIAN  REFUGEES  AT  HYDON  HEATH  CAMP. 

HYDON  BALL,  HAMBLEDON. 

In  the  New  Year  this  hutted  school-camp  was  reopened'  t( 
accommodate  Hungarian  refugees.  The  premises  were  excellent 
for  the  purpose,  and  the  camp  proved  most  successful.  It  was 
used  as  a transit  camp,  and  two  or  three  hundred  refugees  were 
housed  there  for  varying  periods.  The  majority  eventually  left 
for  Canada  and  the  United  States. 

The  closest  co-operation  was  maintained  with  the  County 
Council  and  officers  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  camp. 
Assistance  was  given  over  the  health  aspects,  and  kitchens  and 
cooking  arrangements,  and  the  setting  up  of  a sick-bay  and  clinic, 
with  assistance  from  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  and  local  private 
medical  practitioners. 

The  main  concern  was  the  question  of  tuberculosis.  Every  in- 
mate was  X-rayed.  Some  were  done  at  other  camps  before  arrival, 
but  records  were  not  sent  with  them,  and  re-examination  was  neces- 
sary. Only  two  active  cases  were  discovered,  and  both  were  ad- 
mitted to  hospital.  The  proximity  of  the  King  George  V.  and 
Milford  Chest  Hospitals  was  a great  help,  and  much  gratitude  is 
due  to  them  for  the  great  help  so  readily  given.  The  Public  Health 
Department  vaccinated  159  of  the  refugees  prior  to  their  emigra- 
tion to  Canada.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

Mention  has  been  made  in  earlier  reports  of  shortages  of  water  in 
the  area  supplied  by  the  Guildford,  Godaiming  and  District  Water 
Board,  and  further  complaints  were  received  in  the  early  part  of 
1957,  especially  from  the  Cranleigh  area.  There  is  a proposal  to 
sink  a new  borehole  at  Netley  Mill,  Gomshall,  which  should  help 
supplies  in  the  eastern  half  of  their  supply  area. 

There  was  much  trouble  with  shortages  of  water  at  Bramley, 
parts  of  which  were  without  water  for  a day  or  two  on  two  or  three 
occasions  during  the  year-  The  trouble  was  due  to  alterations  to 
the  mains,  and  other  causes.  Although  the  shortages  were  of  no 
great  duration,  many  difficulties  resulted;  they  appeared  not  to 
have  been  fully  anticipated,  and  no  adequate  alternative  distribu- 
tion of  water  was  arranged.  Following  representations  from  the 
Council,  closer  accord  has  been  established,  and  there  will  be  no 
repetition  of  such  serious  difficulties. 

The  Water  Board  is  gradually  getting  round  to  the  task  of 
improving  supplies  throughout  their  area,  and  improvements  are 
being  made  especially  in  the  Chiddingfold  and  Ramsnest  area. 
It  is  anticipated'  that  the  Godaiming  (Ockford)  source  of  supply, 
which  has  for  so  many  years  given  trouble  with  its  iron  content, 
will  very  shortly  be  replaced  by  water  from  the  new  boreholes  at 
Milford. 

The  Wey  Valley  Water  Company  propose  new  boreholes  at 
Elstead.  The  site  acquired  is  reasonably  remote  from  dwellings  or 
any  intended  development.  The  additional  supply  should  bring 
an  improvement  of  the  pressure  in  the  Hog’s  Back  and  Puttenham 
area  of  the  Guildford  Rural  District  as  well  as  in  Elstead  and 
neighbourhood. 

Samples  were  taken  regularly  from  all  public  supplies,  and 
from  many  private  sources,  and  67  samples  were  taken  during  1957. 
The  results  are  set  out  in  detail  in  the  Report  of  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  (see  page  48) . 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Details  of  the  work  of  the  cesspool-emptying  service  are  given 
in  the  report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector.  In  general  we 
have  been  able  to  keep  pace  with  demands,  and  no  serious  diffi- 
culties have  been  encountered.  It  is  increasingly  difficult  to  find 
sites  for  disposal  of  cesspool  contents.  Obviously  the  sewer  and 
sewage  works  are  the  proper  places,  but  they  are  too  often  not 
conveniently  available  without  considerable  travelling. 

The  drainage  of  Churt  seems  no  further  forward.  The  local 
topography  almost  compels  association  of  this  scheme  with  that 
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for  Hindhead  and  Beacon  Hill,  in  the  Haslemere  Urban  District, 
and  discussions  have  taken  place  with  that  Council. 

Elstead  Scheme. — I am  indebted  to  the  Council’s  engineer 
and  surveyor  for  the  following  up-to-date  report  on  the  Elstead 
scheme. 

Phase  I- 

This  consists  of  the  sewage  disposal  works  including  a humus 
pumping  station  and  soil1  sewers  draining  the  Council’s  new  Nur- 
sery Housing  Estate  and  Springfield  Extension  Housing  Estate. 
This  phase  was  completed'  in  April,  1957. 

Phase  II. 

This  portion  of  the  scheme  consist  of  soil  sewers  in  the  eastern 
half  of  the  village  of  Elstead,  including  two  crude  sewage  pump- 
ing stations,  one  situated  on  the  Nursery  Housing  Estate,  and  the 
other  at  the  Weyburn  Engineering  Works.  The  detailed  design 
of  this  phase  has  been  completed  and  forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  in  November,  1957,  and  approval 
was  received  in  January,  1958.  Tenders  have  been  invited  from 
Public  Works  contractors  and  these  are  at  present  under  considera- 
tion. Work  should  be  started  on  this  phase  during  the  early  part 
of  the  summer. 

Phase  III. 

This  portion  of  the  scheme  covers  the  soil  sewers  for  the 
western  half  of  the  village  of  Elstead  and  drains  to  a crude  sewage 
pumping  station  to  be  situated  in  the  Westbrook  area  of  Elstead. 
This  scheme  in  outline,  together  with  an  estimate  of  the  cost  on 
Form  K.  29,  has  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government,  and  a reply  is  still  awaited. 

The  sewage  disposal  works  at  Cranleigh  and  at  Bramley  con- 
tinued to  give  satisfactory  effluents. 

The  many  small  disposal  works  throughout  the  district  func- 
tion in  general  satisfactorily.  There  are  always  greater  difficulties 
with  these  very  small  works,  because  there  is  insufficient  flow  of 
sewage  to  give  an  even  spreadover — it  is  always  rather  intermittent 
— and  also,  because  they  serve  small  groups  of  houses,  are  of 
necessity  placed  rather  nearer  habitations  than  large-scale  works 
would  be. 

MOSQUITOES:  Bramley  and  Shalford  area. 

Completion  of  the  new  Godaiming  sewage  disposal  works,  and 
cessation  of  land  treatment,  has  evidently  completely  relieved  the 
very  serious  mosquito  nuisance  that  has  plagued  the  neighbour- 
hood for  years.  For  the  second  year  no  complaints  have  been 
received. 
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SCHOOL  LAVATORIES. 

Extensive  alterations  were  carried  out  to  the  sanitary  arrange- 
ments at  Dunsfold  C.  of  E-  School,  the  pail-closets  being  converted 
to  water-closets,  and  a very  large  cesspool  provided  which  should 
require  emptying  only  once  in  six  weeks.  The  difficulty  with 
regard  to  the  latter  is  that  it  is  a complete  day's  work  for  a cess- 
pool emptier  to  empty  it,  and  other  private  cesspools  may  have  to 
wait. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

A complaint  was  received  in  May  of  green  discoloration  of 
water  in  a stream  at  Wonersh.  Considerable  investigation  was 
made  into  possible  causes,  and  analysis  of  the  water  subsequently 
showed  the  discoloration  to  be  due  to  a profuse  growth  of  chloro- 
phycae — a natural  phenomenon  influenced  by  sunshine. 

No  other  causes  of  suspected  pollution  came  to  our  notice. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

There  are  six  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  area,  only  one 
of  which  is  now  in  regular  use.  Regular  inspection  is  carried  out, 
and  the  conditions  are  satisfactory. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956. 

31st  December,  1956,  was  the  appointed  day  for  many  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Act.  The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  was 
appointed  to  be  the  Inspector  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act.  Smoke 
is  not,  of  course,  a serious  nuisance  in  a district  such  as  this. 
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HOUSING 


The  Slum  Clearance  Programme  continues  as  planned  in  the 
five-year  programme  prepared  in  1955.  Progress  is  shown  in  the

Details  of  food  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption 
or  sent  into  the  District  for  animal  feeding  only  are  given  in  the 
Report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1938.

FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS. 

These  Regulations  have  now  been  in  operation  since  January 
1st,  1956,  except  in  certain  cases  where  structural  alterations  were 
necessary  to  premises,  which  became  subject  to  the  Regulations  on 
July  1st,  1956.  Details  of  inspections  are  given  in  the  Report  of 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 


FERTILISERS  AND  ANIMAL  FEEDING  STUFFS. 

Samples  were  taken  for  examination  by  the  pathologist. 
Salmonella  infections  and  anthrax  appear  to  be  on  the  increase, 
and  it  seemed  possible  some  light  might  be  thrown  on  this.  Cer- 
tainly many  of  the  samples  contained  salmonella?,  but  anthrax  was 
not  found.  Without  knowledge  of  the  methods  of  preparation, 
however,  it  is  not  possible  to  arrive  at  any  definite  conclusions. 


MILK  SAMPLING  FOR  THE  YEARS  1954—1957 
ANALYSIS  RESULTS 
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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

There  were  no  serious  epidemics  during  the  year-  Measles  and 
whooping  cough  accounted  for  more  than  75  per  cent,  of  all  noti- 
fications, both  fortunately  very  mild  and,  in  general,  without 
serious  complications. 

The  progress  of  the  immunisation  scheme  against  whooping 
cough  is  almost  certainly  now  bearing  fruit.  Many  of  the  children 
protected  in  infancy  are  now  getting  to  school  age,  whilst  the 
absence  of  school  epidemics  prevents  transference  of  infection 
back  to  younger  children  at  home.  The  cases  that  have  occurred 
in  protected  children  are  strikingly  mild.  Every  case  is  investi- 
gated specially.  There  were  26  individual  cases  in  n families 
where  there  was  a history — not  always  confirmed — of  earlier 
whooping  cough  immunisation.  The  striking  feature  with  every 
case  where  a definite  record  was  held,  was  the  mildness  of  the 
attack,  especially  noticeable  where  other  unprotected  children  in 
the  same  family  were  ill,  often  severely  ill. 

The  expected  increase  in  poliomyelitis  cases  did  not  develop. 
The  immunisation  scheme  may  have  helped,  though  it  is  doubtful 
if  sufficient  numbers  have  yet  been  done  to  influence  it.

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POLIOMYELITIS. 

There  were  6 cases  during  the  year,  4 paralytic  and  2 non- 
paralytic. Examination  of  stools  revealed  the  polio  virus  in  three 
cases  only,  two  of  the  paralytic  cases  failing  to  show  the  organism. 
In  three  cases  other  members  of  the  patients’  families  were  found 
to  be  carrying  the  virus,  but  were  symptomless. 

One  of  the  paralytic  cases,  a man  of  36,  had  severe  respiratory 
paralysis,  and  was  for  many  months  in  a respirator  at  the  Western 
Hospital,  Fulham.  In  three  of  the  cases  there  appeared  to  be  some 
association  with  unusual  physical  activity  shortly  before  onset  of 
the  illness. 

There  were  no  deaths. 

Admission  of  polio  cases  to  hospital  has  been  referred  to  in 
earlier  reports.  Cases  with  respiratory  embarrassment,  or  where 
it  may  be  expected,  can  be  admitted  to  the  special  hospital  unit 
either  at  Portsmouth  or  in  London,  and  both  have  admitted  cases 
from  this  part  of  Surrey.  Obviously  there  is  a delay  of  some  hours 
in  obtaining  an  ambulance  from  either  of  these  distant  hospitals, 
and  in  the  patient’s  actual  arrival  in  hospital.  Probably  this  is 
the  reason  why  patients  are  admitted  to  the  general  hospital  in 
Guildford.  The  isolation  hospitals  at  Green  Lane  (Famham)  and 
Ottershaw  do  not  have  resident  doctors  nor  the  facilities  for  the 
highly  specialised  treatment  of  these  cases.  At  the  same  time  it  is 
most  undesirable  that  such  infectious  cases  are  admitted  to  a 
general  hospital;  and  doubly  important  if  there  is  any  suspicion 
that  the  highly  specialised  treatment  for  respiratory  cases  may  be 
required,  since  this  is  available  only  at  the  London  or  Portsmouth 
special  treatment  units. 

There  appears  to  be  a strong  case  for  establishing  a respiratory 
unit  in  or  near  Guildford,  mid-way  between  London  and  Ports- 
mouth. There  are  two  special  chest  hospitals  at  Milford  and  Hyde- 
stile,  where  such  a unit  could  very  well  be  organised. 

POLIOMYELITIS  VACCINATION. 

The  Polio  Vaccination  Scheme  is  gradually  extending,  and 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  arrangements  were  being  made  for  it 
to  cover  all  children  up  to  the  age  of  15,  and  to  be  available  also 
to  doctors,  nurses  and  other  public  health  officers  and  their  families. 

There  is  still  some  misconception  amongst  the  general  public 
as  to  its  scope,  especially  as  to  its  lack  of  value  in  preventing 
secondary  cases  in  families  already  affected'- 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  scheme  will  eventually  be  extended 
until  this  treatment  is  as  freely  available  as  diphtheria  immunisa- 
tion, and  to  persons  of  all  ages.  It  must  not,  however,  be  allowed 
to  assume  an  importance  greater  than  diphtheria  immunisation,  for 
this  is  still  by  far  the  most  important  immunising  measure. 

The  administration  of  the  scheme  is  confined  to  officers  of  the 
County  Council,  and  general  practitioners,  Medical  Officers  of 
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Health  being  excluded.  It  seems  quite  extraordinary  that  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  is  already  in  contact  with  schools 
and  families  through  the  administration  of  the  diphtheria  im- 
munisation scheme  and  smallpox  vaccination,  should  be  specifically 
excluded.  The  utilisation  of  his  services  would  help  the  scheme 
and  could  effect  a considerable  economy,  especially  as  additional 
staff  has  to  be  employed  by  the  County  Council  to  administer  it. 

DYSENTERY. 

Outbreaks  of  Sonne  Dysentery  have  become  more  common 
than  formerly  amongst  the  general  population,  and  in  particular 
school  children,  and  although  not  of  a serious  nature  they  have 
considerable  nuisance  value.  The  illness  is  usually  very  mild,  and 
often  widespread  amongst  the  population.  Many  sufferers  become 
carriers,  and  often  persist  despite  all  treatment  for  very  long 
periods.  Except  for  care  in  regard  to  food  handlers  and  cafe 
workers,  very  little  of  real  value  can  be  done,  though  these  out- 
breaks create  a lot  of  work  for  the  bacteriologist  and  for  the  Public 
Health  Department  in  collecting  and  examining  specimens. 

Outbreaks  occurred  also  in  London  County  Council  institu- 
tions. In  one  home  for  mentally  subnormal  children,  n children 
were  effected,  and  about  the  same  time  22  cases  occurred  in  a resi- 
dential nursery  of  the  L.C.C.  Ten  children  and  two  of  the  staff 
were  admitted  to  Green  Lane  Isolation  Hospital.  These  two  out- 
breaks were  almost  certainly  related,  since  some  of  the  junior 
nurses  were  shared,  and  worked  at  times  in  both  institutions. 

Sonne  dysentery  also  developed  in  the  Hambledon  Homes  for 
Homeless  Families.  Some  of  the  victims  also  showed  the  presence 
of  Salmonella  typhi-murium.  No  further  families  could  be  ad- 
mitted, and  treatment  was  directed  to  clearing  up  carriers  of  both 
infections.  They  proved  most  resistant  to  treatment,  and  because 
of  the  difficulties  in  finding  other  accommodation  for  homeless 
families,  attempts  were  made  to  segregate  the  infected  persons 
within  the  institution  There  was  no  spread  of  infection,  but  it 
was  some  months  before  it  cleared  up. 

Salmonella  typhi-murium  is  another  infection  that  seems  to  be 
developing  the  same  nuisance  value.  No  large  outbreaks  have 
occurred,  but  individual  cases  or  carriers  continue  to  excrete  the 
organism  for  months  on  end.  Infants  discharged  from  the 
maternity  hospital  have  been  infected,  and  in  one  case  the  infection 
continued  for  18  months.  With  older  children  attending  school 
there  is  the  very  real  problem  of  deciding  what  are  the  risks  of 
infecting  other  children.  In  general,  we  have  continued  bacterio- 
logical examination  at  lengthening  intervals  until  finally  cleared, 
allowing  return  to  school  after  from  3 to  6 months,  judging  the 
time  by  the  diminution  in  the  number  of  organisms  found,  or  at 
the  end  of  about  six  months,  assuming  that  they  are  in  all  prob- 
ability no  longer  a serious  risk. 
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Paratyphoid  B. — A child  of  n was  admitted  to  isolation  hos- 
pital on  September  23rd  suffering  from  Paratyphoid  B.  She  had 
recently  been  away  on  holiday  with  her  family  in  Devonshire,  and 
a check  was  made  on  the  holiday  contacts  without  results.  In 
spite  of  courses  of  treatment  with  Chloramphenicol,  Neomycin  and 
Streptomycin,  the  organism  could  not  be  eliminated.  It  was  not 
considered  reasonable  to  keep  her  in  hospital  since  her  general 
health  was  good,  and  she  was  therefore  allowed  home  two  months 
later,  the  need  for  scrupulous  hygiene  having  been  impressed  upon 
the  family.  Frequent  check  was  made  of  all  the  household,  and 
within  a short  time  the  father  and  three  other  children  were  in- 
fected with  the  organism  through  remaining  in  good  health;  the 
mother  remained  free.  It  was  not  until  March,  1958,  that  the  family 
was  finally  clear  of  infection,  examinations  having  to  be  made 
every  ten  days  or  so  during  most  of  the  six  months. 

UNDULANT  FEVER. 

One  case  was  recorded  in  a veterinary  surgeon  who  acci- 
dentally inoculated  himself  with  abortus  fever  vaccine  whilst 
inoculating  cattle.  The  case  cleared  up  rapidly  and  completely 
under  treatment  with  achromycin  V. 

SCARLET  FEVER  AND  H/EMOLYTIC  STREPTOCOCCAL 
INFECTIONS. 

As  reported  last  year,  haemolytic  streptococcal  infections 
appear  to  be  reverting  more  to  the  classical  description  of  Scarlet 
Fever. 

An  outbreak  occurred  in  March  at  a camp  school,  but  cleared 
up  rapidly  under  general  administration  of  antibiotics.  Typical 
throats,  laryngitis,  general  malaise  and  fever  were  the  principal 
symptoms,  some  of  the  boys  showing  a characteristic  rash- 

Another  residential  school  for  infants  had  an  outbreak  involv- 
ing 10  children,  many  of  them  typically  Scarlet  Fever. 

At  Cranleigh  during  the  last  two  months  of  the  year  19  cases 
were  notified,  15  of  them  attending  the  Cranleigh  Infants’  School. 
This  appeared  to  be  part  of  a general  infection  with  the  haemolytic 
streptococcus,  and  it  seems  doubtful  if  our  measures  of  isolation, 
treatment  and  search  for  carriers  had  any  real  effect  in  limiting  its 
spread.  Fortunately  it  was  very  mild  and  sensitive  to  penicillin. 

SMALLPOX. 

One  alarm  is  recorded  for  the  year:  an  elderly  woman  and  her 
grandchild  at  Tottenham,  the  woman  having  been  infected  in  a 
hospital  laboratory  where  a post  mortem  was  carried  out  on  a West 
African,  whose  death  was  found  to  be  due  to  the  disease.  All 
health  authorities  throughout  the  country  were  warned  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  and  all  necessary  information  was  passed  to 
medical  practitioners  in  our  area.  Fortunately  there  was  no  spread 
of  the  disease,  and  nothing  at  all  developed  in  our  own  district. 
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OTHER  DISEASES. 

Between  September  8th  and  17th  60  cases  of  throat  infection 
with  severe  headache  and  temperatures  up  to  104 0 F.  were  reported 
at  a large  camp  school.  The  illness  lasted  two  or  three  days.  No 
infecting  organism  could  be  discovered,  and  it  was  thought  this 
illness  was  a syndrome  due  to  a pharyngo-conjunctival  virus.  After 
the  departure  of  the  children  for  theiij  homes  in  London,  a week 
was  allowed  for  disinfection,  etc.  However,  the  influenza  epidemic 
prevented  reopening,  so  no  further  cases  could  develop. 

Scabies  and  Pediculosis. — Five  families  with  dirty  heads  at 
Witley  came  to  our  notice.  The  Visiting  Nurse  dealtj  with  them 
in  the  routine  way,  and  investigated  other  suspected  cases  in  neigh- 
bouring families.

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DIPHTHERIA  AND  DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION, 

No  cases  of  diphtheria  have  occurred  in  this  District  for  the 
past  9 years-  Due  to  constant  propaganda  the  public  now  accept 
immunisation  against  diphtheria  without  question,  and  it  is  gratify- 
ing that  several  ‘ ‘ gipsy ' ' familiesl  who  previously  had  mistrusted 
our  intentions  and  always  refused  treatment,  are  now  being  immu- 
nised at  the  schools. 

The  percentage  of  children  immunised  in  the  schools  is  excel- 
lent, and  only  falls  short  of  100  per  cent,  because  of  illness  or 
absence  from  school  of  some  children  on  the  day  the  school  is 
visited. 

Immunisation:  School  Children. 

Only  those  children  whose  immunisation  is  complete  are  re- 
garded as  “immunised,”  i.e.,  two  primary  injections  or  a re-

Home  Visiting  Scheme  for  Pre-School  Children,  Immunisa- 
tion against  Whooping  Cough  and  Diphtheria,  and  Vaccination 
against  Smallpox. — Many  of  the  requests  for  this  service  come 
from  the  parents  of  large  families  who  live  in  rural  areas  remote 
from  buses,  clinics,  and  doctors’  surgeries.  Often  Health  Visitors 
request  treatment  for  children  whose  parents  are  unable  to  visit 
the  local  clinic,  or  who  refuse  treatment  unless  it  is  given  at  home. 
A total  of  34  treatments  were  given  in  the  homes  by  Dr.  Pollock. 

Combined  treatment  against  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough 
is  now  abandoned  in  favour  of  separate  injections. 

SMALLPOX  VACCINATION. 

Vaccination  against  smallpox  is  offered  to  all  children  at  the 
same  time  as  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  immunisation,  and 
is  performed  also  in  the  home  if  necessary.  The  following  table 
gives  details  of  vaccinations  carried  out  in  the  District  during  1957:

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One  hundred  and  seventy  of  the  above  vaccinations  were 
carried  out  by  this  department.  These  included  n successful  vac- 
cinations of  children  performed  in  the  homes  and  159  vaccinations 
of  Hungarians  at  the  Hydon  Heath  Refugee  Camp.  The  remainder 
were  carried  out  by  general  practitioners,  and  125  at  Welfare 
Centres.  No  cases  of  illness  or  other  complications  arising  out  of 
vaccination  were  reported  during  the  year. 


WHOOPING  COUGH  IMMUNISATION. 

The  Whooping  Cough  Immunisation  Scheme  has  been  operat- 
ing now  for  five  years,  and,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  table  below, 
the  percentage  of  children  immunised  under  the  age  of  one  year  is 
41  per  cent.  This  is  reasonably  satisfactory,  as  it  must  be  remem- 
bered that  immunisation  cannot  be  commenced  until  three  months 
of  age  at  the  earliest,  and  is  usually  delayed  until  after  successful 
vaccination  against  smallpox.  Three  injections  are  required,  and 
the  child  is  not  counted  as  ‘ ‘ immunised  ’ ’ until  the  course  is 
complete. 

The  first  year  of  life  is  the  danger  period  for  whooping  cough, 
and  our  propaganda  continues  to  encourage  mothers  to  accept 
immunisation  as  early  as  possible.

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TUBERCULOSIS. 


There  were  two  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  among  staff 
at  L.C.C  Institutions  during  1957. 

(1)  One  nursery  nurse  was  admitted'  to  hospital,  and  the 
remainder  of  the  staff  of  40  and  the  62  children  in  the  nursery 
were  examined.  A Jelly  Test  was  performed  on  all  children  3 
years  and  under;  a Mantoux  Test  on  all  over  3 years,  and  a Man- 
toux Test  was  performed  on  all  staff  25  years  of  age  and  under.

All  positive  reactors  had  full-plate!  X-rays  taken,  as  had  also 
all  other  members  of  the  staff.  Everyone  was  eventually  reported 
clear,  and  arrangements  made  to  ensure  that  all  new  staff  had  a 
satisfactory  X-ray  before  commencing  duties. 

(2)  The  house  matron  at  a London  County  Council  School 
for  Educational  Sub-Normal  children  was  admitted  to  hospital  in 
May  suffering  from  tuberculosis  with  miliary  spread. 

All  the  staff  and  children  were  examined  for  tuberculosis,  but 
there  was  considerable  delay  in  persuading  parents  to  consent. 

Eventually  only  5 parents  refused  written  consent,  and  Man- 
toux tests  were  performed  on  43  children,  all  between  the  ages  of 
9 and  12  years.  Eight  of  these  showed  a positive  result.  These 
8 children  and  the  5 whose  parents  refused  consent  were  X-rayed, 
and  all  were  reported  clear  with  the  exception  of  one  child  who 
had  a repeat  X-ray  several  months  later.  He  was  considered  to 
have  a calcified  lesion  which  was  not  active. 

All  15  members  of  the)  staff  were  X-rayed  also,  and  all  were 
reported  clear.

TUBERCULOSIS  CARE  COMMITTEE- 

During  the  year  1957-58  the  Care  Committee  held  three  meet- 
ings, 26  cases  being  reported  upon.  In  ten  cases  direct  assistance 
was  given,  involving  an  expenditure  of  £69  7s.  nd. 

The  provision  of  milk  is  arranged  by  the  County  Council 
Almoners.  In  special  cases  the  Care  Committee  is  consulted,  and 
they  can  recommend  a free  supply  of  milk  although  the  patient’s 
income  is  outside  the  normal  range  for  free  milk.  One  such  case 
was  recommended  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  50  visits  to  tuberculosis  cases  were  made  by 
the  Public  Health  Department  Nurse,  mainly,  of  course,  in  con- 
nection with  housing  and  prevention  of  infection. 

The  Christmas  Seals  Sale  and  Annual  Appeal  raised  the  record 
sum  of  £91  3s.  6d.  It  was  possible  again  during  this  year  to  send 
£100  to  the  central  funds  of  the  Standing  Conference  of  Surrey 
Tuberculosis  Care  Committees,  and  at  the  end  of  the  financial 
year  there  remained  £103  3s.  7d.  in  the  Committee’s  bank  account.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  and  cleansing  of  cesspools  is 
carried  out  by  the  District  Council  in  all  parishes  in  the  District. 

Refuse  Collection. 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  fortnightly  in  all 
parishes  in  the  district.  Collection  of  trade  refuse  is  undertaken 
fortnightly  where  required,  upon  payment  of  ninepence  per  bin. 

Seven  refuse  collection  vehicles  are  used  for  this  purpose,  six 
of  which  are  petrol  driven  10  cubic  yard  side  loaders,  and  one  is  a 
diesel  driven  20  cubic  yard  rear  loader. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  at  the  Local  Authority's 
tips  in  the  District.  Waste  paper  is  collected  in  trailers  attached  to 
the  refuse  lorries,  and  this  is  sorted  and  baled  at  the  depots. 
Cleansing  of  Pail  Closets. 

The  Council  undertake  cleansing  of  pail  closets  in  Alfold, 
Chiddingfold,  Dunsfold,  Elstead,  Frensham,  Hascombe,  Witley 
and  parts  of  non-sewered  areas  of  Bramley  and  Cranleigh.  The 
work  is  done  by  cesspool  emptiers  fitted  with  night  soil  equipment. 

Cleansing  of  Cesspools. 

Cesspools  are  emptied  on  application  free  of  charge,  if  re- 
quired, once  in  every  quarter.  Seven  Dennis  (800  gallon)  emptiers 
are  used  for  this  work. 

The  sewage  removed  is  disposed  of  mainly  by  means  of  dis- 
tribution on  arable  lands  by  arrangement  with  farmers.  Some  is 
discharged  into  the  Council's  sewers  at  Cranleigh.
